PORT ARTHUR SCANDAL, 

Grave Charges Against Stoessel. 
2°78. Perensnuna, July 13, 

A voluminous document, édntaining the 
indictment of Generale Stoessel, Reuss, 
Fock, and Sinimoff, las been published 
hore. It necuses Genorala Stocssel and 
Fock of sending deliberate fulse roports 
about battles that never tou place, of 
fecommending, for decorations their own 
friends and generals who lost battles, and 
of surrendering fortresses in xpito of ample 
means of resistance. The indictment of 
General Stoessel contains, sunony others, 
the following points :. 

“Geneml Stocssel disrogaried the orders 
of the Connuanderin-Chief of the Man 
churian army te hand over tho command of 
Port Arthur to General Stnirnot? and to 
leave the army, but remained instend in 
the fortress. He violated the ordar of the 
Imperial Viceroy, interfered with General 
Smuirnof"* funetions, and issued counter 
orders regartting the dofensive workain the 
second and third lines of the fortress, He 
made, furthermore, no provision for food 
supplies. In his report of the action at 
Kin-chau he stated that fie himself had led. 
the troops most energetically, whereas he 
remained in Port Arthur and tank no part 
in tho fight. He reported General Fock's 
rotreat asa withdiwal carried ont in ac- 
cordance with orders, On June 14, 1904, 
he stated in his despatches that he had 
taken part in all the engagements, whereas, 
from February 8 to Jung 14 the only 
engagement which took place was that’at 
Kin-chau, at whieh ho was not present. 

“With a view of justifying hix contem- 
plated surrender of Port Arthur, General 
Stoessul notified thu Czar on December 29, 
1904, that the Japanese were masters of 
the situation, and that Port Arthur could 
only hold ont for a few days 
ammunilion was running out, 


longer, as 
In point of 
fact, the’ great majority of the Coun. 
eit of Wor had declared for defending 
Port Arthur to the last extremity, 
and had stuted that there was abundance 
of ammunition, In addition, General 
Ste and — unijustifial ly 

stowed the Order of St. George upon 
Genewil Fock for the battle of Kin-chan, 
which General Fock lost, and in which he 
displayed the grossest incompetence, The 
same decmation conferred upon 
General Reuss, who hinself adinitted that 
he had done nothing to extn such an 
honour, General Stoessel evacuated several 
forts without exhausting oyery mosns of 
defence, and authorised Genoral Reuss to 
sign conditions of capitulation igmominious 
to Russia. Cuneral Stoesse) did not himself 
share the fate of the Garrison nor accom. 
pany thenrinite captivity.” 

With regard-to Goneral Fock, he is 
charged with being equally guilty on all 
counts with Genera) Stoessol.

THE PANIC IN CHINA. 

Tho murder of Yan-ning, the Governor 
of the Chehkiang Province, some two 
months aga, Ly the Reyolntionury, Chiu 
Sik-lun, has apparently caused much 
anxiety to the Ruler of China, It-was the 
first overt act of the Now Party. IC is 
well known that there are many among the 
people and some amongst the oflicialy whe 
sympathize with this New Party ; who, 
were (he way fairly cleny before them and 
tho chancer af success probable, would not 
hesitate to join the Revolutionists. 

We notice that, in Canton, « military 
officer has been arrested and thrown into 
prison. Ho is a Szechuen- man, who, with 
his family, recently came to tuko over 
duties at tho Provineial City, He wax 
denounced by a spy nnd charged with 
complicity with the Ko-lo Association, 
though the name of the partieuku branch 
to whieh he gave his altegiance is “The 
Earthen Pot party.” ‘The words ‘Earthen 
Pot,” aro sometimes used as synonyinons 
with “a beggar.“

fessed, for when hia wife petitioned for his 
release the petition was met by a blunt 
refusal, inasmuch ay (he treason was asl.

Govermuent: apprehend 
ifienlty and foreses danger; moreover, 
that.the imminency of the danger -is real, 
though, perhaps, its extent is unknown: 
The prospocts of auecess for the royolution- 
ury party must, however, we think, derrenso 
with overy added mile of railway.thatis laid 
down across the plains, avd’ with every 
additional guuhoat that is placed upon 
the internal viver-ways of China, Fifty 
Years ugo, an uprising in Kiar and 
Kweielau obtained an impregnable posi- 
tion almost before its existeneo wns known 
at Peking, certainly before the oxtent of the 
dauger was appreciated ; to-day, the tele. 
graph would flash on the nows at once, 
and in a short time he troops would be 
focussed oven towards aniuterior province. 
Whilst, howover, that is quite tree and 
cannot be gninsaid, the apprehension of 
danger is keon at Peking ; is so-keon 
deed, that a measure most: unpopular in 
itself has been resorted to in order to guard 
against it, and. an- edict, somowhat humi- 
liating to tho prond.

house near the King’s Road:~ The jwoman- 
was shot in the kitchen of this house and 
ran hard to n neighhouring lodging house. 
The inan followed anil wounded her fatally 
as she was loudly screaming and knocking 
atthe door. I happened to be in the: vici- 
nity at the time; though I saw nothing of 
the murder. The murder took place in 
a eul-de-sac ant the murdercr: had no 
way oul. He, therefore, blew his 
brains out. The question arose as 
to who ‘the woman and her assassin 
cotld be. Society stood aghist! Society 
snid that this was some sordid caso where 
®& woman of no repiitation had’ been ‘done 
tn death under circumstances very low and 
niost disgusting, Society refused to help 
the police. 

I recollect the case well. 
Press did their level best as usual, though 
making the unfortunate publication that 
the man was probubly in affluent circum- 
stanees owing to-his wearing new clothes.
